Ihen Tom SHEEHAN isn’t busy editing 
the HorseMEN’s JoURNAL or fighting the 
battles of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association on other fronts, he 
is editor and publisher of the Derry News, 
“the leading weekly newspaper in western 
Rockingham County” in New Hampshire, 
and of the ENrerprise, “Salem and Derry’s 
lecding weekly newspaper.’ published 
from the same offices. In the Derry News 
of January 14 he noted that a single unit 
of stock in the Los Angeles Turf Club re- 
cenily sold for 832,500. This evidence of 
Santa Anita’s success reminded him of the 
time “Lou Smith passed up the option 
on the present site of Santa Anita Park in 
favor of a track in Texas known as Epsom 
Downs, long since abandoned and forgot- 
ten, 


The story goes this way. Smith was 
friendly. very friendly. with the late 
Damon Runyon. a great sports columnist. 
and a great short story writer, but more 
important for the sake of this yarn, the 
top man in the Hearst papers sports writing 
stable. One of Damon and Lou’s mutual 
friends was the late Mark Kelley, then 
the top sports columnist in Los Angeles. 
and later a successful scenario writer. Pari- 
mutuel wagering on the races had just 
been legalized in California and the scram- 
ble was on for the licenses that were to 
be given out. 

The phone rang in Lou Smith’s 25 Cen- 
tral Park West Apartment in New York 
one night and it was Kelley and he told 
Smith that he had obtained an option for 
him on the famous Lucky Baldwin Ranch 
outside of Los Angeles. Furthermore, Kel- 
ley said that with his local connections and 
Smith’s background of success in pioneer- 
ing racing in New England. getting a 
license would be a cinch. 

Everything was all set except that Smith 
had made the mistake of loaning a famous 
never-pay-vou-back gambler by the name 


of Phocion Howard $100 one night in a 
Saratoga gambling joint. Like the girl in 
the musical comedy “Oklahoma,” Smith 
can't say no to his friends. or even his 
enemies for that matter, and the loan of 
that $100 was to eventually cost him a 
pretty) penny, 

It seems that Howard. who until then 
hadn't ever worried about paying anybody 
back or ever showing any appreciation for 
the loan of money. decided that he wanted 
to do something for Lou. He obtained an 
option for him on a piece of land for a 
racetrack outside of Houston in’ Texas. 
which had also legalized pari-mutuel 
wagering at about the same time. 

Heading for California to exercise his 
option on the Baldwin Ranch. Lou decided 
to stop in Texas and look over that spot. 
While there Smith became enthused about 
racing in Texas. let his option on the 
west coast land expire. and thereby made 
what he now calls his biggest boo-boo. It 
is a matter of history that racing was 
ultimately voted out in Texas and_ that 
Smith and his friends lost the money that 
they had invested there.

hearing and inclined to murder little boys 
who might grow up and claim the throne. 
Not too sweet. you might say. 

Well, she said. she had news for us. 
The historians were dead wrong. and they 
were still maligning Richard right down 
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to 1959 for crimes he never committed 
and failing to report the noble deeds of 
what was actually an exemplary life, and 
she just thought we’d be happy to know 
about it. on account of our distrust of his- 
torians. (Don’t know how she came by 
this idea; lots of days went by when we 
never said a word about historians being 
liars. ) 

So she’s been digging back in the con- 
temporary records. and Richard wasn’t a 
hunchback, he didn’t murder the little 
princes in the tower, and he was a para- 
gon of honor in comparison with his con- 
temporaries. But he was the last of the 
Plantagenets. and his good reputation was 
inconvenient So they 
invented a new reputation for him, as a 
monster. and the public relations man 
did such a neat job of spreading the 
yern that he was made Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

The moral of these examples is that 
honesty is about like any other crop that 
must be grown under the direction of 
human hands: it tends to flourish best 
when the climate is right. Uncle Toby 
lived under conditions which made hon- 
esty a gilt-edged risk. Richard didn’t. 

Now. you take this 48-hour rule, so 
called because it prohibits administration 
of medication to a horse within 48 hours 
of a race. Does it provide a climate in 
which honesty is likely to flourish? 

To that question the American Associa- 
tion of Equine Practitioners has given a 
negative answer. Tacitly, the Association 
c{ Official Racing Chemists has agreed 


for his successors. 


has asked for. 


with the veterinarians: it 
and received. funds for research in an at- 
tempt to develop techniques for identifica- 
tion of drugs which now escape detection 
in laboratory tests. However successful 
the research may be, it will solve only a 
small part of the problem. 

Lately we've all been worrying about 
Butazolidin and cortisone and all sorts of 
things. and some supposedly honest train- 
ers have been stigmatized because, pre- 
sumably. a little procaine seeped into the 
blood from a leg bandage. If A wins a 
race after getting a shotgun dose of vita- 
mins or something, the trainer of B= is 
likely to reason post hoc ergo propter hoc 
and go for the same treatment, whether it 
is indicated or not. 

If you forbid too much, you tempt too 
rouch. [If you set up a moral climate in 
which even a few honest men must com- 
promise in order to survive, you have 
contributed to delinquency instead of 
suppressing it. 

These new drugs which have become so 
‘send” horses; they are 


. 


popular do not 
not iniquitous in themselves, as narcotics 
are. But many of them, especially the hor- 
menes and those affecting the hormones. 
have such involved” effects that they 
should be administered only under pro- 
fessional direction. We are inclined to 
agree with the veterinarians that more 
latitude in medication should be allowed, 
under professional direction and with the 
knowledge of the stewards.

NEW YORK 


Asks Vaccination 


The New York State Racing Commis- 
sion, acting on a recommendation of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of the State 
Department of Agriculture and Markets. 
this week suggested that all horses to be 
raced in New York in 1960 be vaccinated 
with a series of 2 injections of “bivalent 
vaccine” against equine encephalomyelitis. 

Said commission chairman Ashley Trim- 
ble Cole: “In substituting this strong rec- 
ommendation for a positive directive. the 
commission would point out that if there 
should be an incidence of equine en- 
cephalomyelitis in New York, the commis- 
sion would be required to institute a close 
and drastic quarantine on all horses which 
have not been inoculated at least 21 days 
prior to the quarantine and to set up an 
embargo against the reception of any 
horses until positive proof be furnished 
that they have been duly vaccinated at 
least 21 days prior to shipment to New 
York. 


“The commission believes that owners 


and trainers have been alerted to the seri- 
ousness of this disease and the risks that 
they run in not having their horses vaccin- 
ated.” 


FLORIDA 


The Promiser 


Miami. Moody Jolley. trainer for Clai- 
borne Farm. had been in a_ pleasant 
frame of mind ever since he shipped to 
Hialeah Park 2 months ago. The stable 
had not been very active since August. but 
Moody already had won more than his 
share. He rested the bulk of his horses 
through the Tropical meeting. 

A. B. (Bull) Hancock. master of Clai- 
berne. also was satisfied with his horses’ 
performances last summer. but this was 
2 new year. 

Shortly before the close of the Tropical 
meeting. Hancock. Jolley and a_ friend 
were discussing when Dunce would run. 
Would it be in the Tropical Handicap. 
January 15. the Royal Poinciana at Hia- 
leah on January 16, or later yet? 

Hancock answered: “We better run him 


Fleet Nasrullah (rail) lost the lead to How Now in mid-stretch, but came back 
to win the 1%4¢-mile San Pasqual Handicap at Santa Anita Park by a head. 
How Now was disqualified by stewards and placed fourth for interference. 
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soon. We haven't run a race in 4 months.” 

Jolley laughed. pointed out that Dunce 
had been on the farm from Labor Day well 
into November. Jolley got down to busi- 
ness opening day at Hialeah. sending out 
Dunce in the 6-furlong Royal Poinciana. 
The often erratic Tom Fool colt ran a 
bang-up race. closing ground steadily to 
finish third, beaten only 114 lengths by 
Roman Colonel. 

“Yeah. he ran all right.” Joiley said 
after the race. “He hung in there and 
kept trying. A 6-furlong race don’t prove 
anything though. Wait ’til he goes a dis- 
tance.” 

Dunce would get that test the next Sat- 
urday. in the $25.000-added Royal Palm 
Handicap at 11, miles. And it didn’t 
shape up too tough—unless *Amerigo 
accepted the issue. 

Harris Brown, trainer of “Amerigo. got 
the English-bred horse into a 515-furlong 
grass race 5 days before the Royal Palm. 
It was *Amerigo’s first race since Novem- 
ber 7. and the trainer was undecided 
whether to run *Amerigo or *Captain 
Kidd If in the Royal Palm. 

“Dunce figures to win the race.” Brown 
said, “and Id rather lose to him with 
“Captain Kidd than with *Amerigo. The 
may not be enough to get him 
(*Amerigo) tight enough for a mile and 
an eighth.”

Hard-to-Figure Horse 


If things went according to plan, Dunce 
would run in the Royal Palm. then the 
McLennan (February 10) and the Widener 
(February 20) Handicaps. 

“Far as the Widener goes. take out 
Sword Dancer and there’s 3 horses in it— 
Bald Eagle. On-and-On. and Dunce. The 
others don’t seem to amount to too much. 
Bald Eagle always runs hard. On-and- 
On’s the improving horse.” 

As for Dunce. he was hard to figure. 
He showed nothing in Florida last winter. 
finished far back in the Kentucky Derby. 
was beaten 7 lengths in the Preakness, 
though finishing third, was unplaced in 
the Belmont and Jersey Stakes. 


The Blood-Horse 
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Once Moody got Dunce to Arlington 
Park. however, everything changed. The 
colt was a smashing winner of both the 
American Derby and Arlington Classic. 
then closed out his 1959 campaign by 
finishing second to Round Table in the 
Washington Park Handicap, ending the 
year with earnings of $231,510. 

In Moody’s mind, there was no great 
reversal of form by Dunce in Chicago. 

“He didn’t run that bad in New York.” 
Moody said. “He won twice there on 
fast tracks. In the Derby he got shuffled 
back in the pack; he didn’t have a 
chance. The Belmont was slop; the horse 
doesn’t want mud. The one race I can’t 
figure was the Jersey. [ can’t understand 
what made him run that bad.” 

When Dunce was 2. Jolley called him 
“the best 2-year-old ever trained.” 
Today Moody is more cautious in rating 
the horse. 

“He’s not sound, you have to go from 
race to race with this kind of colt. It’s 
his ankles.” 


The Youngsters 


Moody has only 3 3-year-olds in the 
barn — Ambassador, Way To Go. and 
Monarchy. Ambassador is working well: 
he is being pointed for the Everglades 
(February 17) and the Famingo Stakes 
(February 27). Monarchy, winner of 
the Arlington Lassie. also is breezing 
now, and should run toward the end of 
the meeting. 

There are 7 Claiborne 2-year-olds in 
the barn, but Moody does not expect to 
run them at Hialeah. The crop includes 
Cap And Bells, a sister to Dunce; Nalita. 
a sister to Nadir; Ace of Trumps. a filly 
by *Nasrullah—Nance’s Ace; Venice. by 
*Princequillo—Delta; the filly Con- 
tinue, by Double Jay—Courtesy; Apple. a 
colt by *Ambiorix—Seaton Pippin, and a 
*Nasrullah colt named Kerne. 

“They're a nice-looking bunch.” Moody 
said, “all of “em well bred and = good- 
sized.” 

Moody planned to skip Gulfstream and 
ship to New York instead. 

“If I do good enough I might stay there 
all summer. Bull likes New York. So do 
I. “Course I like Chicago, too. Love it. 
Always done real well there.” 

Moody warmed up for the Royal Palm 
by winning an allowance race with Clai- 
berne Farm’s Natalie, beating Czarina. 
Leroy Jolley. Moody’s son, got in the 
swing with 2 consecutive 2-year-old win- 
ners — J. L. Greer’s Mt. Hope and Mrs. 
Moody Jolley’s Pawanson. Each won by 4 
lengths. (It was reported this week that 
Natalie had fractured a sesamoid and 
would be retired. ) 

As the Royal Palm field fell into place. 
it appeared that Dunce was a stick-out. 
Harris Brown, which had watched *Amer- 
igo score impressively over *Tudor Era 
in a 5'4-furlong grass race, decided to 
keep his horse in the barn. 
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“He came out of the race real well,” 
Brown said. “Maybe | should come right 
back with him in the Royal Palm. If I 
didn’t have *Captain Kidd. | would. But 
I don’t want to waste both of them. I'll 
keep *Amerigo on the grass (Bougain- 
villea January 30 and the Hialeah Turf 
Cup on February 13). The Widener? 
Well. that’s one week after the Turf Cup. 
I'm not anxious to run against Sword 
Dancer. Or Bald Eagle. for that matter. 
We'll cross that bridge when we come 
to it.” 


Comeback Horse 


Only 5 horses tried Dunce in the Royal 


Palm — *Captain Kidd II. *Muscadel. 


Stratmat. *Pensilvania and Open 
View. Dunce got in with 122 pounds. 


*Captain Kidd II and Stratmat were next 
at 114. 

Sid Jacobs. trainer of *Muscadel. was 
not optimistic. 


“What’s Dunce won?” he asked. 
“Around $300.000." he answered. 
“And what’s my horse won? Around 


$9,000. So how can you figure *Muscadel 
getting just 10 pounds? At the weights 
Dunce has got to be 2 to 5. The only 
one who’s happy is the guy with the 2-to-5 
shot. 

“T don’t think my horse is good enough 
to win against this kind of company. He 
beat Derrick last time he ran in New 
York, but Derrick’s not much horse. It 
didn’t prove anything. I guess we'll find 
out in this one. Chances are he’s just a 
useful sort. 

“He had a tough time getting acclimat- 


ed. They flew him into New York near 
the end of Hialeah last winter and vanned 
him down right off the plane. Three weeks 
later we were on our way back to New 
York. That didn’t help him any. 

“He went seven-eighths Monday; he 
wants a mile and a quarter. Like I said, 
we might as well try him against a good 
one and see what happens.” 

Jolley’s good mood vanished suddenly 
on Saturday afternoon. Dunce, going off 
the 1-2 favorite, never was close as the 
remarkable old Stratmat won by half a 
length over Open View. *Captain Kidd II, 
which had opened up 4 lengths down the 
backstretch, tired badly, but still finished 
114 lengths in front of Dunce. The Clai- 
borne colt lost by 484 lengths. *Muscadel 
finished last. 

Manuel Yeaza had Dunce 10 lengths off 
the pace after a half-mile, and he had not 
wanted to be that far back in such a small 
field. Dunce had been even farther out of 
it when he won the Arlington Classic and 
American Derby, but this time when 
Yeaza asked for his run at the three- 
eighths-pole, Dunce did not respond. 

Stratmat and Open View moved to 
“Captain Kidd IL at the eighth-pole, 
where the latter collapsed. Stratmat, with 
George Gibb up, appeared to check him- 
self, but Gibb kept him going for a half- 
length victory. 

“I kept worrying about something com- 
ing from way out of it and making a run 
at us,” Gibb said. “But Dunce never 
showed up.” - 

Stratmat (The Blood-Horse, January 2) 
thus continued a remarkable comeback. 
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Trainer Harry Silver. who lost the horse 
last year for $5,000 and then reclaimed 
him for $3.500 on July 25. now has won 
2 stakes here this winter and has finished 
in the money in 2 others. Stratmat was 
not nominated for either the McLennan 
or Widener at Hialeah. 

“Ill just have to look in the book and 
find a race for him,” Silver said after the 
Royal Palm. “He’s a great horse, and 
Gibb is a great rider. No sir, he won't 
run on grass. That’s where he crippled 
himself (in the 1957 Ventnor Turf Hand- 
ieap), and he'll never run on it again.”

Sunland's Inaugural 


Sunland Park. Anapra, N. M.. closed 
its inaugural meeting January 3 after com- 
pleting a 46-day season during which 10- 
race programs were presented on Wed- 
nesday. Friday. Saturday, and Sunday of 
each week. 

An estimated 280,535 persons wagered 
a total of $7.448.237 (including $918.355 
on 76 Quarter Horse races), on the 460 
races. The daily average attendance was 
6.099 persons, the daily average handle 
was $16,191.82. and the per capita betting 
was $26.98. Of the total handle, $6,277.- 
775.05 was returned to the bettors; purses 
amounted to $646.700, and the track gross- 
ed $423.760.95. 

A total of 877 Thoroughbreds, repre- 
senting 393 owners, participated in the 
meeting. 

Track president John C. McCormack 
and director of racing E. Wood Erwin said 
that the 1960 season would begin in Oc- 
tober, dates subject to the New Mexico 
State Racing Commission. 


MICHIGAN 
"Disappointing" 


Derrorr. Nearly every year since he 
took office in 1953, commissioner James 
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H. Inglis had tried in vain to have Mich- 
igan’s outmoded 1933 racing law rewritten 
and brought up to date. Invariably the 
commissioner and the race tracks  dis- 
agreed on the necessary changes. and 
Michigan legislators. no great friends of 
Inglis, let the proposed racing bills die in 
committee. 

In 1958. the House of Representatives 
finally named a committee to study a re- 
vision of the State Racing Act. Its find- 
ings won support from every segment of 
the racing industry — horsemen. breed- 
ers. track officials — except from commis- 
sioner Inglis. 

Attacking the proposed revision as 
track-inspired. he fought it all the way 
through the legislature. When it was 
passed overwhelmingly by both the House 
and Senate. he appealed to Gov. G. Men- 
nen Williams to veto it. The governor 
suggested a few changes and the bill was 
hastily amended. whereupon he signed it 
and it became law in time for the 1959 
racing season. 

Inglis still hasn't forgotten his rebuke. 
Throughout his seventh annual report to 
the governor. released this week. he beat 
this “dead horse.” 

“The results of the 1959 racing season 
were disappointing.” the commissioner 
seid. “and particularly so since the racing 
zssociations had predicted that the enact- 
ment of a new racing act would stimulate 
attendance and wagering. It did not have 
this effect during the first season of its 
operation, 

“In spite of greatly improved business 
conditions in the Detroit area and better- 
than-average weather conditions for most 
of the season. both attendance and wage--

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ing dropped at 5 of the 6 race meetings 
conducted ... The Michigan Racing Asso- 
ciation had its poorest level of wagering 
since 1950 and the Hazel Park Racing 
Associations its poorest . since 1951.” 

The new Michigan Racing Act provided 
for a number of changes — automatic is- 
suance of track licenses to the 3 existing 
tracks in metropolitan Detroit. earmarking 
of racing revenue for breeders’ awards. 
Michigan-bred races. ete. 

But what irked Inglis was a ] per cent 
increase in the pari-mutuel take-out to be 
divided evenly between a track and_ the 
state. He also objected strongly to com- 
plete elimination of his authority over the 
price of admissions. parking. programs. 
and food and drink. 

“The racing patrons were not asked to 
pay any higher admission. program or 
parking charges in 1959.” Inglis conceded. 
“but there is no assurance that they will 
not be asked to in 1960 or future years.” 

General admission at the Detroit Thor- 
oughbred tracks has not changed since 
1947. when it was increased from 59 cents 
to $1. Programs cost 15 cents and parking 
50 cents. Two years ago Inglis blocked a 
program increase from 25 cents to 35 
cents at one of the harness tracks. 

The commissioner saved his heaviest 
fire for “race-track lobbyists.” who. he 
suid. “held out the promise that the new 
racing act would produce more than half 
a million dollars of additional tax reve- 
nue. The increase in pari-mutuel tax re- 
ceipts for 1959 was $216.904. of which 
approximately $34,000 was due to addi- 
tional racing days. leaving a net increase 
attributable to the increased pari-mutuel

Pan Returns to France 


SypNEY. Sold to a syndicate of French 
and English breeders. the imported stal- 
lion Pan II is on his way back to France. 
Lionel Israel. who sold *Nilo to America. 
received a “big figure” for Pan. which 
has been in Australia for a few seasons. 


Pan’s oldest Australian 


progeny are 
now 3-year-olds. In their first season 
they won 14 races worth £13.476. The 


fillies were outstanding. but the colts dis- 
appointing. 

Before coming to Australia Pan served 
light stud seasons in France. and _ his 
winners included the stayer Altipan and 
Litthe Pan. unbeaten at 2 years. 

J. L. Gray. general manager of the In- 
ternational Bloodstock Agency. re- 
turned from a 10-week tour during which 
he visited England. Ireland. Germany. and 
the United States. He came back with the 
conviction that drastic changes will have 
te be made in the local breeding industry 
if Australia is to keep abreast with world 
racing standards. 


He said that top-class English stallions 
are no longer available to Australian stud- 


masters. because English breeders were 
determined to retain the best. 

Prices for English stallions which did 
come on the market were beyond the 
price which made purchase worthwhile to 
Australian studmasters. 

Gray said he had orders for 2 top- 
class stallions. but English owners had 
refused his offers, which twice reached 
£30.000. He also failed with a £50.000 
offer for a stallion for an American client. 
A well known breeder states that he made 
an offer of £40,000. without success. 

Gray suggests that Australian breeders 
may have to follow the American pattern 
of syndication, and that Australian racing 
administrators should change the Thor- 
oughbred birthdate to January 1 (instead 
of August 1). “In this way we could im- 
port broodmares in foal to the best Eng- 
lish stallions and they would then be eli- 


gible to race in our classic events. We 
cannot get out-of-season services from 
English stallions.”

Jehn de Blois Wack. of California. paid 
1.500 guineas for a brown colt by Lucky 


Bag (*Monte Carlo’s sire) out of the 
good producer Treaty. Trainer T. J. 


Smith went to 5.000 for a gray colt by 
Marco Polo I[—Cuban Fox. 

Australian and overseas buyers on one 
day got 69 head for 76.426 guineas. The 
133 lots sold brought 121,865 guineas, 
average 916. 

Champion colt Fine and Dandy, which 
lowered Tulloch’s 2-year-old record of 
prize money, was defeated at his first 
start at Randwick last season in the 
Breeders’ Plate by his stablemate Front 
Cever. The latter’s third win was in the 
6-furlong Carrington Stakes, in which he 
gave an outstanding display of speed, car- 
rying 106 pounds to create a new time 
record for the course, 1:09.1. He de- 
feated a smart field of speedsters and 
won with ease. 

The stayer Caesar. a member of the 
great Delville Wood-Eternal City family. 
had to be destroyed after a training gallop 
at Randwick. Despite a broken bone, 
Caesar fought hard to outpace a_stable- 
mate. 

Our champion stayer Tulloch, off the 
racing scene for a couple of seasons, 
seems to be making good progress toward 
a comeback. With him and his rival of 
2-year-old days. Todman, in the picture 
again. racing clubs won't have to worry 
about falling attendances. Jack BripcGEs

tax rate of only $182.904. The decline in 
attendance wiped out two-thirds of the an- 
ticipated new tax revenue . . 

“These racing results were taking place 
al a time when every business indicator 
in the Detroit area was on the upside 

. car production, sales tax collections. 
factory employment. department — store 
sales. and weekly factory earnings.” 

Commissioner Inglis pointed out that 
he had reminded the legislature of this 
last winter. when he argued against the 
increased pari-mutuel tax as follows: 
“The added charges against the patrons. 
both tax and track commission, as well 
as probable higher admission and_ pro- 
gram costs. would have the effect of de- 
creasing attendance. This would result 
in taking more money from fewer pa- 
trons.” 

In his report Inglis wrote. “Whether 
or not the new racing act had anything 
to do with the drop in attendance is any- 
one’s guess. but the fact remains that dur- 
ing 1959 there was $648.086 more sub- 
tracted from the betting pools than the 
previous year and 91.555 fewer players 
wagered $4.474.015 less money.” 

Inglis did not mention that he had 
trimmed the Thoroughbred dates at the 
expense of harness dates. which produce 
only fraction of the tax revenue 
(Michigan harness tracks receive 914 per 
cent to the state’s 414. compared to a 
614-615 split at the running tracks). 
Another factor: 2 of the 3 big holidays 
fell on Saturdays in 1959. costing the 
tracks additional ground in any compari- 
son with 1958. 

On the positive side. Inglis’ report com- 
mented favorably on the co-operation be- 
tween Michigan Thoroughbred breeders 
and the Department of Agriculture jin de- 
veloping a new program for encouraging 
Michigan Thoroughbred breeding. 

“The breeding industry continues to 
gain momentum.” he acknowledged. “and 
prospects of long-range growth are en- 
couraging. The 1959 season was the most 
succesful to date in terms of breeders’ 
awards earned. Michigan-breds won 49 
races. the most ever. and their breeders 
collected $12.760 in awards. twice as 
much as in 1958.” 


Tempers Over Dixie 


Many groups have tried to get a track 
license since 1953. but none has succeeded. 

The Dixie Racing Association was first 
to face the fire of commissioner Inglis 
and his legal counsel. Wilbur DeYoung. 
who have foiled every move to launch a 
new track in Michigan in recent years. 

Last hearing was on Dixie’s petition. 
and the principal witness was David A. 
Haber, of New York. taxicab fleet owner 


of Shenandoah

president 
Dewns, at Charles Town, W. Va. 
is the main subscriber at $750.000 in the 
new Michigan venture.

In the course of Haber’s 2 hours on the 
witness stand. DeYoung said: 

“Your application is steeped in  un- 
truthfulness . . . When a man comes in 
here and thinks he can pull the wool 
over our eyes, | think Mr. Inglis should 
deny the application. 

“You claim to own a radio station in 
Miami, a big deal, but it’s only a one- 
horse station. What do you think we are 
in Michigan. a bunch of dopes? If this 
is financial responsibility. then I’m a 
Chinaman.” 

Haber. hard-pressed to keep his temper. 
retorted at one stage. “Don’t holler at me.” 
On the matter of his radio station owner- 
ship. he asked: “What do I have to be. 
General Motors?” On a number of law- 
suits: “All right. so I've been sued 100 


times. What businessman hasn't? 
willing to post a letter of credit for 
$750.000.” 


In the midst of all the tumult, commis- 
siener Inglis spoke up in his best Joe 
Friday fashion: “All we want are the 
facts.” After 2 hearings, one in Saginaw 
and the other in Detroit, the Dixie Racing 
Association seemed as far from getting its 
track license as it ever was.

Lawrence C. Bogenschutz 


Lawrence C. Bogenschutz, 62-year-old 
racing secretary at the Fair Grounds and 
several other tracks, died of a cerebral 
hemorrhage January 25 at his residence 
in New Orleans. He had attended the 
races at the Fair Grounds on January 23. 
and had assigned the weighis for the Pel- 
leteri Handicap. the day’s feature event. 

A native of Covington, Ky.. Mr. Bogen- 
schutz was brought into racing by the late 
Matt Winn, who put him into the front 
office at old Latonia in 1921, shortly after 
the death of the young man’s father. 
Lawrence Bogenschutz Sr.. who had been 
associated with the sport for 20 years. In 
1925. he left the management side to join 
the staff of racing secretary William H. 
Shelley Jr.. and in 1930 he became secre- 
tary at the old Lexington Association 
track. He became racing secretary at Haw- 
thorne in 1941, at Churchill Downs in 
1945. and at the Fair Grounds in 1948. He 
also served at River Downs. Ascot Park. 
and Miles Park. 

Mr. Bogenschutz, who made his home in 
Cincinnati, is survived by his wife, a son.

Views of the Veterinarians 


The following text includes the major 
portion of the remarks of Gen. Wayne O. 
Kester, chairman of the board of the 
American Association of Equine Practi- 
tioners, in his address at the open forum 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association at Santa Anita Park 
on January 14. 


Research 


| have stated the need for veterinary re- 
search in equine diseases and_ nutrition 
before the annual meetings of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations, The Jockey 
Club, the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, the American 
Quarter Horse Association, and many 
others. You here understand the problem 
well. No need to restate it. All have evi- 
denced interest and a willingness to do 
something. The question is what and how. 

The first step for any organization is 
to establish a standing committee on re- 
search—such committee to study the or- 
ganization’s capability and interest in re- 
search and administer whatever effort the 


organization chooses to pursue. This is 
imperative. 

So far as I know today, no organization 
has an individual or committee with ten- 
ure of office that can give research con- 
tinuity of attention and authoritatively 
state the position and interest of the or- 
ganization in research. In short, no ma- 
chinery exists to do anything. 

This first step should be taken at once 
by every organization in any way con- 
nected with or interested in the equine in- 
dustry. Out of this could come a national 
co-ordinated effort with a representative 
national committee to guide it. In our 
discussions with the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations, the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners offered its services as 
a co-ordinating agency in order to start 
the ball rolling. 

We also advanced the idea of a 
National Institute of Equine Research 
supported on a continuing basis by all 
interests in the horse world. Such an in- 
stitute would be a fountainhead of in- 
formation, a seat of knowledge, and a 
place to co-ordinate and conduct all man- 
ner of research pertaining to the horse. 
This is entirely practical and relatively 


easy, especially if the institute were lo- 
cated adjacent to one of our modern 
veterinary colleges where full advantage 
could be taken of a university scientific 
staff and facilities. A single grant by an 
interested individual could establish this 
institute. Comparable grants for similar 
purposes have been received by many uni- 
versities. 

As an immediate step we also advocate 
supporting the Grayson Foundation, our 
veterinary colleges, or any other organiza- 
tion capable of doing sound research on 
equine problems. 


American Association of Equine

National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners, invited us to present our views 
and suggestions on the 48-hour rule. This 
we did at our last meeting, after a year 
of careful study. It was published in the 
Racing Form and elsewhere and needs 
no discussion here. 

One thing we recommended was that, 
just prior to the opening of any race meet 
the stewards call a meeting of all official 
and practicing veterinarians at the track 
to discuss operational procedures and that 
subsequent meetings be called as problems 


‘arise. 


Further, we pledged that irrespective of 
what rule was in effect at a track, mem- 
bers of our association would rigidly com- 
ply and adhere to it.

We believe the following facts about 
this disease should be more widely pub- 
licized: 

(1) This is not a disease of the horse. 
It is a disease of birds, particularly small 
wild birds. 

(2) It is occasionally transmitted by 
mosquitoes from birds to horse, also from 
bird to man. 

(3) So far as is known, it is never 
transmitted from horse to man or horse 
to horse. The horse is not a public health 
threat or a source of infection for man. 

For these reasons we initiated action 
which we hope will result in the word 
equine being dropped from medical term- 
inology in connection with the disease. 

We believe that compulsory vaccination 
is probably not administratively feasible at 
race tracks. Further, that it is of no value 
as a public health measure. because the 
horse is not a source of infection. 

We do recommend and urge all owners 
to have their horses vaccinated because 
such vaccination will protect the individual 
horse. 


Orthopedics and Insurance 


Another topic we covered was the mat- 
ter of what to do with horses which have 
suffered bone fractures as a_ result of 
accident. This is of vital interest to insur- 
ance companies. horse owners. and track 
officials as well. 

As a doctor of veterinary medicine, I 
have always resented the fact that horses 
with fractured bones are destroyed for

biotics, splints, casts, and other bone- 
setting devices and new techniques in 
orthopedic surgery, there are not many 
cases that need to be destroyed for “hu- 
mane reasons.” 

In the Army we were directed to de- 
stroy any horse with a broken leg or any 
other condition that would require 6 or 
more months to correct or that would ren- 
der the animal unfit for duty. This was 
not for humane reasons; it was for eco- 
nomic reasons. The horse cost only $165 
to begin with, and if it was going to cost 
more than he was worth to cure, or if he 
was going to be unfit for full duty, it was 
just good business to dispose of him at 
once and get a new horse. Out of this 
practice grew the impression that veterin- 
ary medicine was incapable of coping 
with fractures in the equine. This is not 
true. Animals of no other species are de- 
stroyed simply because of a broken leg. 

I do not mean to infer that an owner 
should retain a horse with a broken leg. 
Certainly he should dispose of him just as 
promptly as he would any other injured 
horse that stands little chance of returning 
to top racing form or is otherwise an eco- 
nomic liability. However. it seems to me 
a spade should be called a spade if the 
animal is in reality being disposed of for 
economic rather than humane reasons, and 
insurance policies should be written ac- 
cordingly. 

All too often veterinarians are confront- 
ed with an embarrassing situation whereby 
they are asked to certify that a horse 
should be destroyed for humane reasons 
when they knew full well that (1) from 
a medical and humane standpoint, the 
horse can be competently handled, his life 
saved, and suffering prevented and (2) 
from an economic standpoint. the animal 
is finished as a race horse and should be 
disposed of. This is a rather peculiar prob- 
lem that confronts us—not of medicine, 
not of our making. and not within our 
power to solve. We did evolve a plan for 
handling such cases at our meeting last 
month with the hope that out of it might 
come better understanding and a solution. 

Briefly. the plan provides for prompt 
first-aid at the track and follow-up surgery 
for selected cases by an orthopedic center 
or a veterinary team from such a center. 
Horses which could not be saved would be 
destroyed before regaining consciousness. 
Those that could be saved but would never 
be sound might also be destroyed. Horses 
saved and sound would be disposed of for 
their best possible usage. 

We hope that owners and underwriters 
will make selected available for 
treatment by donating them to an agency 
established for the purpose. We created 
a follow-up committee headed by Dr.

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Jacques Jenny, University of Pennsylvania 
College of Veterinary Medicine. Other 
members are Dr. Jordan Woodcock and 
Dr. William O. Reed, of New York, and 
Dr. J. D. Wheat, Veterinary College, Uni- 
versity of California at Davis. 


Swamp Fever 


| am sure you have all heard of the 
disease infectious anemia, or “swamp 
fever.” in horses. Most of you are aware 
of the havoc created by an outbreak at 
one race track a few years ago. The po- 
tential for a catastrophe was then and 
still is frightening. This you do not know. 
I am sure, because the problem has been 
so thoroughly swept under the rug the 
past few years that most people assume it 
no longer exists. Nevertheless. at our 
meeting last month, active cases were re- 
ported from 4 widely separated states. 
None at race tracks, however. 

The chances for eradicating this disease 
seem remote until considerably more re- 
search is done. However, there are a few 
things worth noting here. It is a chronic 
disease, and an infected horse may serve 
as a spreader and source of infection to 
other horses for a long time without show- 
ing clinical symptoms iiself. In nature. 
the disease is probably spread in part by 
biting insects. Around the race tracks the 
greatest threat or chance for spread is the 
dirty hypodermic needle carrying the in- 
fection from one horse to another. 

However. in spite of the fact that the 
disease seems prevalent in a few rural 
areas, outbreaks at tracks do not’ appear 
to be likely—for the moment. at least— 
for several reasons. First. the infected 
animals are not apt to come to or remain 
at tracks long. because they cannot be 
maintained in top racing form. Second. 
insect control practiced at most tracks 
affords considerable protection, and third, 
most of the hypodermic needles used at 
tracks are in the hands of veterinarians. 

This latter seems the most important 
safeguard of all, because as long as 
needles are properly sterilized after each 
usage there seems little likelihood of this 
disease spreading at tracks. .. . 


Distance and Variety 


J. A. Estes, representing the Thorough- 
bred Club of America, called for longer 
racing, especially for fillies and mares, 
and a more diversified program. 

The Thoroughbred Club was organized 
in 1932, and it now has 769 members. 
with headquarters and club rooms in the 
Phoenix Hotel at Lexington. It has been 
asked, on numerous occasions in the past, 
to offer its suggestions to organizations 
exercising some degree of control or in- 
fluence in making policy in American 
racing. 

Among the numerous recommendations 
submitted, a few may be recalled. More 
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than 20 years ago the club was emphasiz- 
ing the importance of more races for 
fillies and mares; it has asked for “sister 
races” to all futurities, for distance rac- 
ing. for fewer claiming races, for uniform 
closing dates and payment dates for 
stakes races. It has expressed alarm con- 
cerning destructive taxation rates and ad- 
vecated research in this field. It has ques- 
tioned the wisdom of allocating enormous 
sums of money to a few races; of condi- 
tions through which breeders and owners 
supply the greater part of the gross 
purse: and, long ago. of supplementary 
entries which allow an outsider to cut in 
on the deal after the other players have 
built up the stakes. 

A common denominator for a majority 
of the suggestions from the Thoroughbred 
Club has been a constructive interest in 
the condition book. In his most recent 
speech, to the Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciations in New Orleans, the president. 
Mr. Duval A. Headley, pointed out the 
failure on the part of racing associations 
to provide sufficient opportunity, especially 
in the case of females, for the testing of 
distance-running ability. which. if brought 
to light. might contribute to the future 
strength of the breed. 

Following this line. I shall address my 
few remarks to the urgent need for genu- 
ine variety in the condition book. If we 
are to approach the problem at all. we 
must first understand that the racing 


secretary and the breeder of race horses, 


as well as the owner, the trainer, and the 
track executive, are part of the same 
mechanism, mutually interdependent, 
though numerous tracks ignore the con- 
tinuity which in other countries is con- 
sidered essential to maintenance of the 
sport. 

Through the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association, trainers and 
owners have their representation in im- 
mediate contact with management. The 
breeder, while he may be the same person 
as the owner or trainer in many cases. is 
a more remote figure, and we are all in- 
clined to forget, at times. the role he 
plays. Further. we are inclined to forget 
the extent to which the fortunes of the 
breeder depend upon the condition book. 
and conversely, how much the condition 
book depends upon the breeder. 

There are several basic differences be- 
tween racing in North America and racing 
in most of the other countries of the 
world. Here we run many claiming races: 
in other countries there are very few. 
Here we have few races at distances great- 
er than 9 furlongs; other countries, fol- 
lowing the classic pattern established in 
England. give primary importance to de- 
velopment of the best runners at distances 
of a mile and a half or more. We tend 
to neglect the female runners, especially 
at the longer distances; other countries 
give them more opportunities. 

In each of these comparisons we accept 
a disadvantage —a disadvantage to the

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race track, to the trainer. the owner. the 
breeder. and the breed. Overuse of the 
claiming race results in mediocre pro- 
grams and artificially depressed values 
oi horses. Neglect of distance racing and 
of races for females produces monotony 
in programming, robs us of potential box 
office stars. prevents the trainer from 
discovering the most useful role for many 
horses; further, it puts the breeder in a 
difficult position. partly because he is de- 
nied information concerning the potential 
staying ability of prospective breeding 
stock, partly because there is no_ profit 
in breeding for the mass of 6-furlong 
claiming races and only a dim chance of 
profit or pleasure in breeding for the 
minority of good races at more respectable 
distances. 

What are the results of the American 
routine in writing the conditions of races? 

1) Less variety, less suspense. less 
public interest in horses and in racing. 

2) Smaller attendance and less reve- 
nue, in proportion to population and 
wealth. Crowds upward of 50.000 appear 
more frequently in Europe. South Amer- 
ica. Australia. and Japan than in the 
United States. 

3) Waste of much of our potential 
racing talent. because of the failure to 
provide adequate distance opportunities. 
for either males or females. in non-claim- 
ing overnight races. We now have. in ef- 
fect. star sprinters and star milers. We 


— 


are neglecting the best possible box office 
attraction, the stars. of major and minor 
magnitudes, capable of good performance 
at a mile and a half and more. 

4) Physical violence and injury to 
many horses as a result of our scat-away 
starts. The swift break to gain running 
position is less and less important as the 
distance increases. In many foreign rac- 
ing capitals. such as Paris and Buenos 
Aires, you will find that the second half 
of a race, whether at a middle distance 
or at a mile and a half or more. usually 
is run in faster time than the first half. 
This is something that virtually never 
happens in the U. S.. and there’s many 
a horse disabled as a result of our prac- 
tice. Further. the winner at Longchamp 
or Palermo usually comes from behind 
iu the final straight. Is it necessary for 
me to remind this audience how many 
thoroughly enthusiastic fans are brought 
to the race track by a horse which runs 
the last half of a race faster than the 
first half? 

5) We make the breeder's task more 
hazardous. and therefore more expensive. 
by limiting the size of his target. If we 
had the full normal range in our racing 
programs, the breeder and the owner 
would have a chance for a rewarding ex- 
perience. even when a horse preferred to 
run 12 furlongs. rather than 6. There 
is no way to alter the breeder’s distance 
trom the goal. but we can enlarge the size 


of the goal and give him a better chance 
of hitting it somewhere. 


6) Under present conditions. we im- 
port expensive stamina from countries 
with full-range racing programs, in order 
to produce our 8- and 9-furlong horses, 
and almost invariably we dissipate the 
slaying inheritance in 3 generations of 
selection by American standards. Thus we 
continue to pay huge sums for replace- 
ments of a biological commodity which 
cannot now survive the attrition of our 
brutal methods of selection. 

I have tried to convey the idea that 
the whole economy of racing in America, 
from the breeding farm to the race track 
dividend, is affected adversely by our 
failure to take advantage of the benefits 
of distance racing — for all classes of 
horses and throughout the year. 

All of us realize the difficulties in ef- 
fecting a major change in what is now 
the traditional pattern of American rac- 
ing. But we are faced with a serious com- 
petitive situation, to say the least. To 
meet the competitive demands of tomorrow 
for the entertainment dollar, we shall 
need a more attractive show and increased 
public interest. Six-furlong claiming races 
will not meet the challenge. 

In order to gain some relief from the 
monotony of single-distance racing, the 
tracks have spent millions on turf courses 
——of which Santa Anita’s Camino Real

a tentative basis. at least, the approach to 
a long-range program of restoring to 
American racing the most precious asset it 
ever had — distance racing.
